AN ERRATIC EVANGELIST. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 9.—The Cumber- 
land Presbyterian Church here has fallen out 
with Evangelist Dixon Williams, who was 
engaged to conduct a revival. He was to 
stay a month for $1,000, but the meetings 
proved a failure, and the congregation being 
burdened with other expenses wanted 
Evangelist Williams to knock off $500 from his 
bill, but Mr. Williams was afraid the other 
evangelists might call him a ‘‘rat’’ ora 
‘‘scab’’ for cutting rates and refused to com- 
promise in that way. Since then, however, 
he has knocked off $250 from the bill. The 
church has paid him $500 and still owes him 
$250. 


THE NOLAND TRIAL. ., 


Treasurer Stephens and Gov. Francis on | 
the Witness Stand. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., July 9.—The intro- 
duction of testimony in the trial of ex-Treas- 
urer Noland began this morning. The State 
first introfluced records of the election 
and qualification of Noland as _ State 
Treasurer. The first witness was Lon V. 
Stephens, the present State Treasurer. 
He merely identified the contracts made De- 
tween the various banks acting as State de- 
positories. P. F. Miller, aclerkin the Treas- 
urer’s office, and has been acting as such for 
the past ten years, testified asto the identi- 
fication of the books of the office kept 
during the time Noland was ‘Treas- 
urer, and that these books were correct. 
The defense, on cross-examination, drew out 
the fact that Noland had permitted various 
State officersto draw money illegally out of 
the Treasury upon due bills, which were 
counted as cashinthe vaults of the Treasu- 
ry. That at times as muchas $200,000 was 
thus loaned out to members of the Legislat- 
ure and clerks and other State officers. Gov. 
Johnson asked the witness: 

‘*T belleve you testified at the last trial that 
nearly all the State officers drew money out 
of the Treasury, leaving their due Dilils,which 
were counted as cash, and that Gov. 
Francis had thus- drawn out money, did you 
not?’’ 

The witness replied: ‘‘I want to explain 
that. I was a little flurried at the last trial. 
The facts are that Gov. Francis did draw 
the money out of the Treasury for his first 
month’s pay as Governor, but he discovéred 
that it was illegal and paid it back.’’ 

Gov. Johnson: ‘‘The others who had drawn 
money inthis way did not discover its ille- 
gality and did not return theirs?’’ 

‘‘No, sir; they did not pay it back, except 
atthe endofthe month, when they would 
come for their salaries. We paid them 
in whatever due bills were in the vaults 
against them.’’ 

Gov. Francis then took the stand. His 
manner was totally different from that of 
the last trial. He was very deliberate and 
the defense did not cross-examine him as 
rigidly as before. The crowd which came 
to the Court-house expecting to be enter- 
tained by a lively cross fire be- 
tween Gov. Francis and ex-Gov. 
Johnson were disappointed. It was 
evident that Gov. Francis had changed his 
tactics in conducting the prosecution and 
that the defense also changed theirs. Thomas 
Bradbury, a clerk under Noland and still em- 
ployed under the present Treasurer, was 
called to the stand, but before giving any 
testimony court took a recess for dinner, It 
is expected that the case will be concluded 
to-morrow. 


THE CINCINNATI FIRE. 


More Than $1,000,000 in Ashes—A Great 
Gap Made. 


CINCINNATI, O., July 9.—There is a great 
gap in the architectural line at Fourth and 
Elm streets where the fire of last night 
destroyed $1,000,000 worth of property. The 
high west wall anda portion of the Fourth 
street front are gone, Making a great fissure. 
Only the upper portion ofthe east wall fell, 
but it caught thetwo adjoining buildings, 
the Pope Bros. Molding Co., and the M. 
steinert & Sons, planos, and crushed in their 
middle asifthey wereeggshelis, The Pope 
Bros. Molding Co.’s loss is total, being paint- 
ings, engravings and picture frames which 
could not bear the deluge of water and the 
penetrating dust that covered everything 
when the crash came. The scene at M. Stein- 
ert & Sons’ Piano Warerooms is almost sick- 
ening. They hadover two hundred costly 
pianos, mainly Steinways, Gablers and 
Webers’ stored on the three floors and In the 
cellars of their large place. Three or four 
instruments on the first floor in front seem to 
be unhurt, all the rest appears to be a mass 
of wreckage. 

Everybody is talking of the loss of Burk- 
hardt. He has grown in prosperity within 
the easy recollection of nearly all Cinninnati, 
and has shown s0 much public spiritas his 
business has grown that the destruction of 
his great palace of trade is felt by many asa 
personal loss. But Mr. Burkhardt is not cast 
down. He has already intimated his purpose 
to rebuild and to immediately resume his 
manufacturing business. His insurance will 
aggregate over half a million dollars and, 
with his long experience in the business, he 
expects to soon be re-established in the 
old quarters. He holds a lease with priyi- 
lege of purchase on the property which he 
occupied and the loss on building is therefore 
his. He had $100,000 insurance on the build- 
ing which may suffice to rebuild as the found- 
ations are good. |

Co. is total, except what was saved the 
Salvage Corps.

Kaiser William Receives Deputations at 
Buckingham Palace.

A PATIENT LISTENER TO ENDLESS AND 
DREARY ADDRESSES.

Retired German Army Officers Pay Their 
Respects to the Young Ruler—Despon- 
dent Tone of the Parnellite Press— 
What Is Said of the Result in Carlow— 

Foreign News. 


LONDON, July 9.—After breakfast at Buck- 
ingham Palace this morning the Emperor, 
accompanied by a few members of his per- 
sonal suite and some of the gentlemen of his 
English guard of honor, mounted horse and 
proceeded to Hyde Park, wherethe imperial 
visitor and his com panions enjoyed the 
pleasure ofa mile and a half canter along 
historic Rotten Row. The pedestrian path 
and its n umerous benches furnished standing 
and sitting room for a large number of 
persons who had received an inkling 
of the proposed imperial ride. The Kaiser 
rode a spirited animal, the management 
of which afforded him an opportunity of ex- 
hibiting his superb horsemanship. Oompli- 
ments were heard on all sides as the Em- 
peror, with graceful force, steadily held the 
restive horse just a neck ahead of the fore- 
most animal of his suite and at the same time 
acknowledged with courteous inclination of 
the head the respectful salutations of the on- 
lookers. The ride was evidently keenly rel- 
ished by the Emperor and his followers. The 
Emperor’s ride lasted until about 
9 o’clock, when he returned to 
Buckingham Palace and in company 
with the Empress received deputations from 
the various German social and benevolent so- 
cleties of London. The Emperor received 
these deputationsina most courteous man- 
ner, patiently listened to their addresses of 
welcome and briefly replied to them. After 
this ceremonious portion of the visit had 
‘been gone through satisfactorily the Empe- 
ror chatted freely and pleasantly with the 
delegates, who were charmed with the young 


} ruler’s frank, open behavior. 


THE OLD GUARD. 

Later in the morning the Emperor received 
a deputation consisting of a number of Ger- 
man Army reserve officers, who are engaged 
in businessin this and other cities of Eng- 
land, and who consequently make their 
homes in this country while remaining loyal 
to Germany and willing to obey the call to 
rejoin their standards should the war 
trumpet sammon Germany to arms. These 
German Officers were all attired in the full 
uniforms of their respective corps and pre- 
sented a somewhat strange and unusual 
appearance in the halls of Buck- 
ingham Palace. The Emperor re- 
ceived his soldiers as cheerfully and 
pleasantly as he had previously received his 
citizen subjects and exchangeda few words 
with each officer in the deputation having 
something to say to all in regard to their 
regiments, brother officers in Germany, 
changesin the service, regimental history 
or other such topics upon which Veterans 
love to dwell. 

When the German reserve officers had 
backed themselves out of the Emperor’s 
prese a deputation from the Anti-Slavery 
Society was usheredin. Again did the Em- 
peror listen patiently and agreeably 
while an address of the usual dry order 
was read to nim. In this address 
the Anti-Slavery Society asked the Emperor’s 
assistance in suppressing the slave trade in 
Africa, but the society took many more words 
than this in which to make the request. The 
Emperor, in reply, said that he had a 
thorough knowledge of the subject and re- 
ferred tothe inhumanity of the Arab slave 
dealers and to the suffering of the slaves. In 
conclusion, however, he remarked that he 
must confess that he doubted the 
accuracy of the estimate made 
by Livingstone, the explorer,to the effect 
that for every slave arriving at the coast 
ten other slaves had died while en route from 
the interior of Africa. After some further 
referencestothe slave trade the Emperor 
conversing frankly with his visitors and 
freely exchanging views with them, the 
deputation from the Anti-Slavery Society 
bowed themselves out of the reception room 
and the Emperor was alone for a few 


minutes. 
ANCIENT HONORABLES. 

Hardly had the Anti-Slavery Society dis- 
ciples left the palace when a delegation from 
the old and important Fishmongers’ Co, 
was introduced, blushingand bowing again 
andagain did the German Emperor stand 
the fire of a long-winded address as if noth- 
ing in the world gratified him somuch as to 
listen to cut-and-dried phrases of the Fish- 
mongers’ Oo., as recently drawn up for 
his especial benefit in Fishmongers’ Hall. 
Not content with reading the address re- 
ferred to, the spokesman of the delegation 
from the Fishmongers’ Co. presented 
it.in a highly illuminated and beautifully en- 
grogsed form tothe imperial traveler, who 
graciously accepted it with the utterance that 
he highly appreciated the sentiments 
expressed by the worthy fishmong- 
ers. This company, it should be 
added, is a most ancient and 
honorable one and includes among its mem- 
bers the Prince of Wales and his eldest son, 
the Duke of Clarance and Avondale. In ad- 
dition to cordially thanking this deputation, 
the Emperor exchanged a few cordial words 
with each ofits members present. The Em- 
peror was dressed in the uniform of the Ger- 
man Dragoon Guards. 

After the exit of the Fishmongers’ Company 
the Emperor received the diplomatic corps, 
all in the full uniforms of their respective 
legations. The Guard of Honor mounted at 
the palace during this series of receptions, 
was furnished by the Cold Stream Guards, 
and the band of that regiment played 
throughout the ceremonial. 
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BALMACEDA’S SUCCESSOR. 


CLAUDIO VICUNA HATED BY THE INSURGENTS—

recognize the notorious Dreyfus claim, which 
is backed by the French Government and 
which Balmaceda rejected some months ago

DUBLIN, July 9.—The Parnellite press is ex- 
ceedingly downcast over the result of the 
Carlow election. The Freeman’s Journal says 
that there is now no more chance of getting 
home rule for Ireland than there is of get- 
ting the moon. ‘‘The electors,’’ the Journal 
adds, ‘‘have abandoned their independence 
for the British party yoke.’’ 

The Conservative Dublin Ezpress says that 
the English will learn from Carlow that 
‘‘The Irish tenant farmer when not actuated 
by insane land hunger its a puppet in the 
hands of Roman Catholic priests, and as un- 
fit to be an elector as 4f he were an infant or 
a lunatic,’’ 

The National Press, the McCarthyite organ, 
naturally is jubilantand s&ys: ‘‘The Carlow 
men have dealt the death biow to the faction 
of Mr. Parnell from which there is no longer 
any peril. It is merely a temporary nui- 
sance.

GENERAL FOREIGN. 


STATE DINNER GIVEN BY THE FRENCH MINISTER 
OF FINANCE—EVENTS ABROAD. 

Paris, July 9.—M. Rouvier, the Minister of 
Finance, last evening tendered a parliamen- 
tary dinner to the members of the Senate 
and Chamber of Deputies. The affair was a 
particularly successful one, attended as it 
was by the most distinguished gentlemen of 
the various political groups of the French 
legislative bodies.

HUMAN SACRIFICES. 


Canibalism Practiced by the Superstitious 
Negroes of Hayti. 

NEW YORK, July 9.—In the interview with 
a Haytien refugee published on July 7, 
mention was made of the voudoo adoration 
and of human sacrifices in Hayti, not far 
from Port-au-Prince. The reference has 
since then been verified. 

Mr. Maurice Feldmann, a Hungarian 
mechanic employed in the machine shops at 
Gorman, eight miles from Port-au-Prince, 
learned some time ago that there was to bea 
human sacrifice, not far from where he lived, 
at 8:30 o’clock in theafternoon. It was tobe 
conducted by the Pappalol or voudoo priest 
of Gorman. Accompanied by his assistant, 
named Schmidt, Feldmann made off in the 
direction in which aoe had heard that the 
sacrifice was to be performed. The expedi- 
tion was not devoid of danger,forthe negroes 
feeling undoubtedly that their butchery of 
children would arouse the wrath and opposi- 
tion ofthe white inhabitants of the island, 
were exceedingly careful to carry out the 
atrocities in the seclusion of unfrequented 
groves. 

The two men were armed with heavy re- 
volvers and were carefulin the selection of 
their route, Whenthey reached their des- 
tination they climbed into the branches of a 
tall tree from which they could plainly see all 
that was going on below without being seen. 
From their position they witnessed the vou- 
doo sacrifice. 

The ceremony was begun by the burning of 
aromatic plants around a sleeping child 2 or 3 
years old, which had been put to sleep by 
herbs. The Pappaloi stepped up to the in- 
fant and severed the head from the body with 
asharp Knife and passed itto all present. 
While the head was being passed the Pap- 
paloi cut up the body which was thrown into 
a large iron pot with some red peas, rice and 
other native vegetables. During the cooking 
the negros danced around the fire. This 
dance is a native negro dance of the most re- 
volting sort consisting mostly of contortions 
of the hips and the abdomen. The end Is 
reached when the participants become so ex- 
cited and exhausted that they throw them- 
selver ina heap on the ground where they 
roll over each other and howl. When the 
dancers had recovered they gathered for the 
feast and devoured every particle of the 
child. Having finished they gathered the 
bones in a hole in the ground, buried them, 
and erected a wooden cross over the grave. 
After the two observers had given the canni- 
bals time enough to reach their homes they 
climbed down and went back to Gorman. 

The Haytien negroes do not always seek 
seclusion for their cannibalism as they did on 
this occasion. On March 18, 1890, Mr. Emile 
Huttinot, acting Consul of France at San 
Domingo, stopped in a small restaurant on 
the north road, only half a mile from Port- 
au-Prince. At this resort every Sunday the 
negroes hold a voudoo dance, Mr. Huttinot 
called for soup, but when it was served he 
found in the bottom of his plate the hand of 
achild. He immediately rode into town and 
notified the police, Who searched the restaur- 
ant and founda child’s entire body in the 
cooking pot.. The woman who kept the 
place was arrested, but suffered only three 
days’ imprisonment for her offense. 

The gentleman from Hayti who gave the 
information in the interview of July 7 said 
that he ew per 
Ulysse, living at La Croix des Bouquets, ten 
miles from Port-au-Prince, whose seven 
children were eaten at voudoo dances during 
her absence by theirown grandmother and

He Meets Death After Shooting a Brave 
Policeman, 


BATTLE WITH A NEGRO ON THE STREETS 
OF SAVANNAH, GA. 


Bogus Check Passers, Led by a Pretty 
Typewriter, Puzzling the Jersey City 
Detectives—Clearing Up a Murder Mys- 
tery—Swift Punishment for Criminal 
Assault—Other Crimes. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July 9 —Osnus Lee, colored, 
ran amuck in the eastern part of the city last 
night and attempted to kill a half dozen 
people, among the number Policeman 
Andrew Clayton, whom he shot through the 
heart. Lee left a drinking place on Main 
street, where he had become involved in a 
quarrel with another colored man, whom he 
knocked down with his revolver, and started 
up the street firing his pistol at everyone he 
met. . The street in the neighborhood 
was soon cleared of pedestrians. The firing 
attracted the attention of Officer Olayton, 
who started in pursuit of the murderous ne- 
gro. When called upon to halt he replied 
witha shot from his revolver. His aim was 
wild,and the first bullet missed its mark. 
But the second hit the officer in the chest and 
he felltothe ground. The infuriated negro 
then ran up to the prostrate form of Clayton 
and fired’ again, the second shot penetrating 
the heart. 

At this junction Policeman Niedlinger came 
upon the scene. Lee snapped the hammer of 
his weapon, but the chambers were empty or 
the officer might have shared the fate of 
Clayton. Niedlinger saw that it was a case of 
life or death and before the negro could make 
another move he fired, shooting the desper- 
ado through the brain, killing him instantly. 

Lee hada bad record and was regarded as 
amost desperate man. He had been the 
principal in many fatal encounters. but had 
managed to escape the gallows, though he 
had served several terms in the Penitentiary. 

The murdered officer leaves a wife and 
family. 


PASSING BOGUS CHECES. 


SWINDLERS WHOSE OPERATIONS BAFFLE RAIL- 
WAY DETECTIVES. 

NEW YorkK, July 9.—An organized band of 
check passers, witha beautiful girl to lead 
them, isthe problem that detectives of the 
Pennsylvania Railway and the detective force 
of Jersey City are wrestling with. It is the 
custom of the Pennsylvania Railroadto pay 
its employes on the New York division with 
checks drawn on the Hudson County National 
Bank. For many years these promises to pay 
have been regarded as legal tender in Jersey 
City and have been accepted without ques- 
tion by the saloon keeeprs and merchants in 
the vicinity of the ferry. Thousands of them 
were eashed every month, and until this 
week no question about their genuineness 
_has ever been raised. The hand that has 
been engaged in floating the bogus paper was 
evidently thoroughly posted on the situation 
and must have had the realchecks of the 
railroad company in its possession for 
months to make the counterfeits from. It is 
this one clew that the detectives are working 
and by reason of the company’s check stubs 
they prop ose to trace outevery person that 
has receiveda check from the corporation 
and who has failed to have it cashed. 

Charles Cannon, an employe, told are- 
porter that it was the opinion of the men 
employed on the road that a vast scheme to 
defraud the tradesman all along the line had 
been rendered abortive by the premature 
presentation of the worthless checks. ‘‘We 
ought not to be paid foraday or two yet,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and as farasican learn froma 
dozen or more detectives, the worthless 
checks were all presented last Monday. The 
‘shavers’ were too smart to gotoany of the 
places where large numbers.of the checks 
are passed every month, but visited saloons 
where they received comparatively few. In 
every case they were accepted without hesi- 
tation, and the fraud was only discovered 
when the bank sent the checks to the Phila- 
delphia office for verification, 

‘*‘From what the detectives say they are 
looking for a girl, a stenographer and type- 
writer employed in one of the department 
offices. She left the service of the company 
when a young man she was engaged to and 
several others were discharged at the East. 
This is what the questions of the detectives 
indicate. Of course I know nothing about 
the affair as I have not received my check 
yet, and have not been mixed up with the 
case in any way beyond being questioned by 
the detectives.’’ 

The bogus checks in the hands of the Jersey 
City police reads as follows:

The paper it is printed upon isa little 
thicker and a little different in color from the 
genuine checks, but it bears the same 
amount of engraving, and although one- 
fourth ofan inch shorter, might easily be 
passed upon any one but an expert. The 
signature is an excellent imitation. The 
known victims are Police Commissioner 
Keller, James Fitzgerald and Michael Foley, 
all saloon-keepers, who cashed checks rang- 
ing in value from $35to $60 on Monday and 
deposited themintheir banks. When they 
reached the Hndson County National Bank 
they were at once thrown out as spurious. A 
similar attemptto float worthless Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad checks was made in 1887. De- 
tective Joseph Francis then discovered that 
the plates forthe checks were made in One 
place in New York: and printed in another. 
He advised the officials of the road, and all 
the checks of that month were signed in red 
ink. Thiscompletely frustrated the plans of 
the forgers.

T0 SAVE THE SEALS. 


Scientists Who Are to Examine the 
Fisheries of Behring Sea. 


AMERICANS NAMED TO MEET THE 
BRITISH COMMISSIONERS. 


Something ofthe Records of the Experts 
on the Joint High—The Preliminary 
Cruise on the Waters—Affairs of the 
Executive Departments — Washington 
News. f 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 9.—The American 
Commissioners to examine the condition of 
the seal fisheries in Behring Sea have been 
named and will soon be on their way to Alas- 
Ka. Tho names, as agreed on at the last Cabi- 
net mesting, are Prof. T. C. Mendenhall and 
Prof. C. Hart Merriam. Prof. Mendenhall is 
Superintendent of the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey and is a scientist of the highest at- 
tainmments. Prof. Merriam is the ornyotholo- 
gist of the Agricultural Department, and 
while a young man has commended himself 
strongly to Secretary Rusk for his thorough 
scientific knowledge. He has not yet been 
formally appointed for the reason that he 
cannot be found. He set off some weeks ago 
ona scientific tour through the Valley of 
Death in Colorado and has been beyond the 
reach of telegraphic communication. Secre- 
tary Rusk has been telegraphing to every 
Station near the valley from which Prof. Mer- 
riam might be reached and it is believed that 
he will be found in a few days. The place 
was at first offered to Prof. J. Brown Goode, 
the Assistant Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, who has been constantly con- 
sulted on the Behring Sea question, but he 
declined it. It is believed that Prof. Merriam 
will accept without delay, but should he de- 
cline, or not be found promptly, the Presti- 
dent hasin view the appointment of a dis- 
tinguished New York scientist who has given 
much attention to Behring Se a and written 
several papers on seal fishing. 

THE ENGLISH COMMISSION. 

The British Government has appointed Sir 
George Baden-Powell, K. ©. M. G., Member 
of Parliament for Liverpool, and Dr. George 
M. Dawson of the Canadian Survey Depart- 
ment, as the arbitrators on behalf of Great 
Britain in the Behring Sea fishery contro- 
versy. The Board of Arbitration will prob- 
ably meet in October. The British members 
ofthe board met at Ottawa, whence they 
proceeded to Vancouver Island, British Co- 
lumbia, with the intention of spending two 
months on board a man-of-war cruising in 
Behring Sea, visiting the Prebyloff Islands 
and allthe principal stations frequented by 
sealers. At the expiration of their cruise it 
is expected that they will be sufficiently ac- 
quainted with the details of the seal hunting 
business and with the needs and interests of 
the sealers to be able to meet the American 
arbitrators as experts.

There is now under contract nearly 
$2,500,000 worth of work which Mr, Holman 
has started and which might be ruined bya 
mew man. Then if mistakes were made they 
would be charged to Mr. Holman.

Mr. Meter went on to say that the condition 
of affairs at the institutions where the ap- 
pointments were uncertain, was such that 
something ought to be done, and the only 
way to do anything was by mutual conces- 
sions. 

Later to-day Meler receded from this posi- 
tion. He said he had made no promises of 
any sort to Noonan or Hester or any person 
except to his fellow Councilmen, with whom 
he had agreed not to vote for Hester. or 
Brown. He appeared to be firm in this posi- 
tion. 

SLOAN WANTS BOTH. 

John A. Sloan, the Vice President of the 
Council and the most emphatic combine man 
in the lot, was next seen at his office.

The Police Have a New Theory in The 
Cihla Case. 


J. C. TURECHEK WILL BE CALLED ON 
FOR AN EXPLANATION. 


What the Detectives Claim to Have Dis- 
covered—Mrs. Cihla Drank the Coffee 
Supposed to Have Made Her Sick at 
Turechek’s—The Inquest Postponed 
and an Interpreter Engaged. 


Facts are coming to light through the in- 
vestigation of the Cihla poisoning case, 
which promises to end in a murder trial. 
Three detectives have been at work on the 
case two days and have secured some start- 
ling statements from residents of Bohemia 
in South 8t. Louis. 

Mrs. Anna Cihla was 67 yearsof age when 
she died suddenly at 1413 Pickett street, Satur- 
day, June 27, and though the neighbors were 
surprised ,the attending physician returned a 
burial certificate, giving the cause of death as 
acute diarrhoea. The body was buried in 
Picatte’s Cemetery the day after death,a 
proceeding which at once aroused suspicion. 
Mrs. Cihla had been married three times. 
First to John Zachar, then to Charles Curiss, 
and @wo years ago to John Cihla.e 
Her second husband, Curiss, left 
her about $3,000 in a secret Bohemian society, 
of which J. C. Turechek is an office. and has 
charge ofthe funcgs. Mrs. Cihla, itis said, 
placed the money left her by her second hus- 
bandin Turechek’s hands for safekeeping, 
when she learned that John Cihla, 
an old man past 60, had married 
her for her money, a fact he made no pre- 
tense to conceal. Mrs. Cihla, though aged 
and decrepit, went out washing three days in 
the week and earned enough to keep herself 
and husband in food and clothes with- 
out drawing on “her principal. One 
of the families she washed for 
was that of Turechek, 1822 South 
Eleventh street. On Wednesday, June 24, 
she went to wash for Mrs. Turechek, and 
while there she was givenacup of coffee by 
Mrs. Turechek. She went home sick, but 
returned the next day and did some washing 
for the family living over Turechek. She 
again drank coffee and became sick. She 
could not leave her bed Saturday and 
sent for Mrs. Turechek, whom she called her 
friend. Mrs. Turechek attended herall day 
Saturday and up to the time of her death, 
Saturday night. Several friends called in to 
see her before she died and one woman has 
since said that just before Mrs. Clihla died 
she cried out, ‘‘I have money in the cellar 
and money with my friend on Eleventh 
street.’’ 

TURECHEK PAID THE FUNERAL EXPENSES. 

The next day Mr. Turechek had the body 
buried in Picotte’s Cemetery and paid the 
funeral expenses, about $125, out of 
his own purse. Mrs. Turechek = the 
same day circulated a story in 
the neighborhood to the effect 
that while she and friends were dressing the 
body for burialold man Cibla rushed inand 
tore a money belt from his dead wife’s body 
and took itaway. The next day the old man 
was found digging up the cellar floor looking 
for the money his wife had hidden there. 
On Monday, the day after Mrs. Cihla’s 
burial, Frank Zachar, brother of Mrs. Cih- 
la’s first husband, calledat the Coroner’s 
office and told Deputy Meade he knew Mrs. 
Cihla had been poisonedand that her hus- 
band did it. The story was told 
80 clearly that Cihila’s arrest was 
ordered and the body was exhumed. 
The stomach was given to Dr. Luedeking for 
a chemical examination, Before the report 
was made an inquest was held and every one 
who knew Mrs, Chila personally and saw her 
a few days before her death were calied as 
witnesses. They were all Bohemians, 
and it was with the greatest 
difficulty that Deputy Meade could 
make the interpreter ask and answer ques- 
tions correctly. When all had testified a 
verdict was rendered that Mrs. Cihla had 
died from natural causes. Cihla was re- 
leased.

three grains of arsenic in 

the stomach given him, and that it was 
the poison which killed the woman. 
The case was reopened and placed in the 
hends of Chief Harrigan to investigate.

about $1,700, belonging to Mrs. Cihla. 
Turechek denies this, but the detectives 
claim to have positive evidence that he has 
it. To-day they will search his house to find 
traces of poison, and will visit all the drug 
stores in the neighborhood to learn 
if arsenic had been sold to any- 
one connected with the Cihla case. 
When the case was first brought out old man 
Cihla was suspected of having poisoned 
his aged spouse as he often 
quarreled with her about her money 
and once choked her in a vain attempt to 
make her disgorge. His eagerness to find 
the money after her death also tended to 
strengthen the belief in his guilt, but sus- 
picion has been diverted from him by the 
revelations of the past two days. 

While traveling about Bohemia, the detec- 
tives found many who willingly told what 
they knew of Mr. and Mrs. Cihla 
and Mr. Turechek. Mr. Turechek has many 
enemies in the colony, and if their stories are 
true they have good reason to feel bitter 
toward him, He speaks and writes English 
and acts as interpreter and middle-man or 
trustee for a number of i his 
countrymen. claimed he 
was a policy or lottery agent 
among them, and though many invested, 
they never won a prize. Turechek was ar- 
rested some years ago in connection with 
the robbery of a watch, but was not 
punished. A widow: named Welachek, 
formerly of Collinsville, Ill. , but 
now living almost destitute in the Bohemian 
colony, tells a story of having entrusted $1,200 
in Turechek’s care and never being able to 
recover it. It is probable an order will be 
issued for Turechek’s arrest to-day or to- 
morrow. 

AN INTERPRETER ENGAGED. 

An intelligent interpreter has been engaged 
for the inquest next Saturday and it is be- 
lieved the true facts regarding Mrs. Cihla’s 
death will be brought out.

The Ira 0. Boutell Grocery Co. made an as- 
signment to-day to Geo. C. Cram, President 


ofthe Third National Bank, and the store 
was closed at 10 0’clock. The bank held some 
of the notes of Mr. Boutell, and President 
Cram says its debt is fully protected 
by the assignment. Theassetsare stated to 
be $12,000. The labilities will run up to 
$30,000 or more. The Houston-Meeks Grocery 
Co, and the Greeley-Burnbam 
Co. are among the creditors who are not pro- 
tected. One of these firms heard a rumor of 
the impending financial difficulties of the 
grocer some time ago and pushed him for 
A pang 5 He was to have paid the whole 
ebt to-day. 


The firm did business at 617-621 North Sixth 
street. Mr. Boutell came to St, Louis from 
Bunker Hill, fll., and _ began business here by 
buying the damaged stock of H. &G. Men- 
own, after the fire that destroyed the house 
ofthatfirmin May, 1876. In the following 
month Boutell apo his place and at once 
began to make it hot forthe other grocers in 
town by cutting prices. He tried to make 
trade rf cutting profits and often sold goods 
below the cost price. He catered to the trade 
of the poor and economical and built up an 
enormous patronage, but never seemed 
to make much money. Two years ago Mr. 
Boutell spent a large amount of money in 
gee ed a new brand of tea on the 
market, and never recovered from the 
loss, as the people didn’t take kindly to the 
beverage. Since that time his credit has 
been bad with wholesale grocers. It was 
known that he would agree to pay 
high pence for goods if he could get them on 
credit, Atthe time he failed he was paying 
4% cents a pound for sugar and selling it 
twenty-three pounds for$i. His failure has 
been predicted for some time. 

Mr. Boutell owns valuable lands at Port 
Moody, British Columbia, and his St. Louis 
creditors think they can save themselves 
loss through that pruperty.

But They Now Intend to Prosecute 
Ex-Constable Mersman. 


PROCEEDS OF A SALE USED SUPPOSEDLY 
FOR ELECTION EXPENSES. 


The Constable Sold Out Amroth’s Hard- 
ware Store For $1,800 and Failed to 
Make Any Return—Detective Des- 
mond’s Remarkable Identification of 
a Deserter—Two Disappearances.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


Their Right to Vote in the 
Washington. 

OLYMPIA, Wash., July 9.—The case of Ne- 
vada M. Bloomer vs. John Todd and oth- 
ers, in whichthe territorial Supreme Court 
three years ago decided adversely towoman’s 
right of suffrage and office holding, ‘will be 
called in the Supreme Court of the United 
States for hearing the coming October term. 
The points raised by A. 5S. Austin, attorney 
for the Bloomers, are: 

1. That the Bloomer case is a conclusive one be- 
tween the original plaintiff and defendants, anda 
fraud upon the Court from its inception andes fraud 
upon all friends of equal suffrage in the State. 

2. That the decision of the Supreme Court of 
Washington Territory was erroneous in tworespects, 
to wit: That the statute of the Territory conferring 
suffrage was constitutional, and that women are citi- 
zens. 

Mr. Austin is very sanguine of success and 
says that if the Court sustains his first point, 
they will reverse the decision and dismiss 
the case on the spot; if they sustain the sec- 
ond point, they will reverse the judgment of 
the court below and send the case to the State 
court for a new trial. 

In either event, as above stated, a reversal 
would be in effect deciding that women were 
legal voters at the election held to select 
delegates at the Constitutional Convention, 
their disfranchisement at that time would 
then, ina proper proceeding, set aside the 
constitution. The effect of a reversal of the 
judgment in this case would be far-reaching 
and would unquestionably have a greater 
political effect throughout the Union than 
the most ardent woman suffragist has yet 
dreamed. 


EXCITING COURT SCENE. 


An Attorney Fined for Contempt Defies 
the Judge and Sheriff. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 9.—Athens, 
Tenn., is in a great state of excitement. Dur- 
ing the session of the Circuit Court, Judge 
Arthur Trainor presiding, Col. L. B. Burkett, 
a well-known lawyer, was pleading for a re- 
duction of a fine imposed on a client. Inthe 
course of his remarks he made some very dis- 
respectful allusions to the Judge presiding. 
The Judge thereupon finedjCol. Burkett $50 for 
contempt of court and afterwards Burkett 
again commenced to use unnecessarily abu- 
sive language and made steps toward the 
Judge, apparently to assault him. The 
Sheriff intercepted the Colonel, and there- 
upon the Judge ordered the Sheriff to place 
Col. Burkett in jail. Burkett defied the court 
and officers and said he wouldn’t go to jail. 
The Sheriff summoned all in the court-room 
as a posse to carry out the order of the court, 
but Col. Burkett walked from the court-house 
unmolested and is not yet under arrest. 
Some friends paid the fine imposed, but they 
say Col, Burkett shall not go to jail.

THE LAW AND THE PRESS. 


The opposition of New York news- 
papers to the secrecy provision of the New 
York execution law is proper and justifi- 
able. Excuses may perhaps be found for 
attempts to circumvent the prohibition of 
the publication of details concerning exe- 
cutions, and the press of the State is war- 
rantedin working with might and main 
for the repeal of the law, but the posi- 
tion of the New York Sunin proclaiming 
its defiance and glorying in its violation of 
it is indefensible. 

Granting that the measure is foolish, 
outrageous and perhaps unconstitutional 
and that it is contrary to the spirit of our 
institutions, it is even more foolish, out- 
rageous, unconstitutional and contrary to 
| the fundamental principles of our institu- 
tions to assume and assert the right to 
violate it. 
which claims the respect and confidence of 
the people and aspires to mould public 
opinion, as soon as its own interests 
are touched by a law, to set at 
naught all principles of constitutional 
government by breaking the law and 
openly defying authority. The vicious- 
ness of the Sun’s position becomes mani- 
fest when it isapplied to law in general 
and is reduced to its logical conclusion 
that private judgment is above accepted 
organized Government and that the in- 
dividual citizen hasa right to determine 
what laws are to be obeyed and what de- 
fied. To assert this isto indorse lawless- 
ness and proclaim anarchism, 

We cannot believe that the Sun would 
soberly advocate seeking revolutionary 
relief from bad or unconstitutional 
laws until the remedies which 
lie in an appeal to the courts and the peo- 
ple are exhausted. It has merely lost its 
head and we indulge the hope that it will 
come to its senses and submit with humble 
repentance for its sinfulness to the will of 
the people as expressed in law and organ- 
ized government. If the press does not 
cast the weight of both example and pre- 
cept on the side of law and order its in- 
fluence is worthless.

True Story of the Electrocutions at 
* Sing Sing. 


TWO PHYSICIANS RECOUNT THE SCENES 
THEY WITNESSED. 


The Method of Execution Was Quick, 
Painless and Humane—There Wa@No 
Burning of the Flesh and No Torture— 
Statement of Drs. Daniels and South- 
wick, 


BUFFALO, N. Y., July 9.—Dr. A. P. South- 
wick and Dr. Daniels, the two Buffalo wit- 
nesses of the electrical execution at Sing 
Sing, returned this. morning. They were 
interviewed by a reporter and each one, s0 
far as the law allowed him, spoke of the re- 
markable scenes of the death chamber 
in which they were participants. Each of 
these gentlemen had witnessed the Kemmler 
execution and were therefore prepared to 
make careful and valuable comparative ob- 
servations when witnessing the recent exe- 
cution. Dr. Southwick was a member of the 
original State Commission on electrical exe- 
cution, 

‘“‘The executions were a success in every 
way,’’ said Dr. Southwick, ‘‘and there was 
not the slightest hitch. Electric execution 
has come to stay. These executions have 
demonstrated that the method is humane.’’ 

‘*Do you say that all four died instantly?’’ 

‘‘Yes. They died the instant the current 
reached them.’’ 

‘‘Do you say there was no sensation, no 
sensibility after the current reached them?’ : 

‘There was no sensibility whatever after 
the current reached them. It was an abso- 
lutely painless death in all four cases. 49 

‘*Did you read the published reports of the 
execution?’’ 

“Ge” 

**Were they accurate?’’ 

‘‘In the main. Somebody must have 
leaked. It was thought that one of the 
guards told the story for cash.*’ 

‘‘Now, doctor, this system of execution is 
on trial before the people——’’ 

‘*Yes sir.’’ 

A SECOND SHOCK WAS GIVEN. 

‘*and lam going toask you another ques- 
tion or two, In that report it was stated that 
a second shock was given each of the men?’’ 
’ ** Yes sir.’’ 

‘‘And at the second shock the bodies 
straightened up and became rigid?’’ 

‘*Qnite true, thatwasthe case, but there 
was no life in the bodies. The same effect 
would have been produced ina third or 
fourth contact. The electric current would 
produce the contraction so long as there was 
any heat in the body.’’ 

‘‘Why was that second shock given?’’ 

‘*'To prevent the muscular exhibition that 
was noticed at Kemmler’s execution.’’ 

‘*Did any sound come from the men after 
they got the first shock?’’ 

‘*‘None whatever.’’ 

‘*‘Was there say burning of the flesh?’’ 

‘*There was not. There wasa slight scald, 
raising a slight blister and that is all.’’ 

‘‘A New York paper states that when 
Smiler’s body reached New York the face was 
found to be burned in several places.’’ 

‘*That was a downright lie.’’ 

‘*‘What were the scalds or blisters like?’’ 

‘‘The electrode had a sponge saturated 
with salt water. This water became heated 
because of continuation of the current be- 
coming hot enough to Duster’ the 
skin. But before the salt water De- 
came hot the man was dead, 
Above the eye of one of the men there was a 
small white blister. In Kemmler’s case there 
was a brown mark, which was not the case In | 
the present case. Irepeat that the only ap- 
proach to burning was a small white blister 
raised by the heated water.’’ 

HOW DEATH CAME. 

‘*How can you be sure, doctor, that the 
men died instantly?’’ 

**T’ll tell you one very satisfactory test. 
Slocum was praying when he died, so was 
Wood. The other said nothing, butI par- 
ticularly observed Slocum. He was 
saying: ‘Lord have mercy on my 
soul’ when he _ received the shock. 
He had just said the word ‘my’ and started 
to say ‘soul.’ The sound ofthe ‘s,’ but the 
word ‘soul’ was never uttered. Some con- 
siderable time ago I was asked how 
quickly death would come in 
such a case, I replied that 
it would cuta syllable intwo. When Slocum 
died the _ syllable ‘soul’ was cut 
in two. Could anybody ask for 
better evidence of instantaneous death. 
Another indication,’’ continued the doctor, 
‘‘was the appearance of the men’s features 
at death. They were undisturbed, unchanged 
from what they were in life. I suggested 
that they should close their eyessothat the 
salt water from the electrode on 
their foreheads should not run 
into their eyes and give them 
needless pain. They did close their eyes. 
That action made a certain contraction of the 
features. That contraction was there after 
the men were taken from the chair. There 
wasn'ta single person who saw the execu- 
tions, but they say they were instantaneous 
and painless and a humane method of pro- 
ducing death.’’ 

‘*How did the men approach the chair?’’ 

**Bravely.’’ 

‘*Was there any disturbance?’’ 

**None whatever.’’ 

**Did the men say anything?’’ 

*“*Smiler and Jugiro said nothing; 
and Slocum prayed.’’ 

‘*‘Would you suggest any changes that 
might be made to better the method of ex- 
ecution?’’ 

‘*Some changes might be made, but none 
that could bring auicker or more painless 
death, Ithink it would be a good idea to 
have the current come through the hands 
which would be placed hanging down at the 
sides of the chair. Myidea is to have the 
head free. Let the man be a man while 
living and be able to look around. 
I have a couple of electrodes in 
view and am now having, them tested. 
Oh, there may be some small details 
changed, but the main thing is demonstrated, 
Electrical execution is instantaneous, pain- 
less, humane.’’ 

‘*What was the force of the current?’’ 

**Sixteen hundred volts.’’ 

DR, DANIELS TALKS. 

‘*The executions were an unqualified suc. 
cess in every way,’’ said Dr. Daniels. ‘‘The 
men had no sensibility of pain, and they died 
instantly. The executions demonstrated 
that the electric method jis quick, painless 
and humane.’’ 

‘*Was there any burning?’’ 

**Isaw none and I looked at all the bodies 
as carefully as any man in the death-cham- 
ber. Perhaps some of the water from 
the sponge being superheated from 
continuation of the electric current 
ran down the . sides of their 
faces and slightly scalded them, but if sol 
saw no evidence of It. The strtements made 
that the men were burned are false. There 
was ho disturbance of any kind. There wag 
nothing revolting. Any woman ‘could have 
witnessed the executions without being dis- 
tressed except from the knowlege that death 
was present. There were no sounds from the 
men. They were -<dead the instant 
the current reached them. True, 
when the second shock was 
given them they became rigid again, but that 
didn’t denote life. The result of the appli- 
cation of an electric current is to contract. 
Dead horses have been made to 
kick ~ and dead frogs to jump 
by the application ef _ electricity.

It Is a question now simply of 
making the operation neater, of finding 
better ways of making the contact with the 
current.’’ 


HOW SMILER DIED. 


RESULT OF THE AUTOPSY HELD BY NEW YORK 
PHYSICIANS. 


NEw YorRK, July 9,..—A morning paper’s 
news leader to-day is in double-leaded types 
and refers to the condition of the body of 
Smiler, who was electrocuted at Sing Sing 
and whose body was yesterday brought to 
this city, and this is what the paper says: 
These facts are now presented for the first 
time. They were discovered yesterday ina 
private examination held in this city and 
conducted by Dr. Everett Mallory Culver, a 
pathologist of rising fame and one of the 
consulting surgeons of the Hariem Hospital, 
assisted by Dr. Louis A. Robenstein, the 
well-known physician of No. 908 St. Nicholas 
avenue, and Dr. Charles H. Monk of No, 2436 
Second avenue. Itshowed beyond the shadow 
of a peradventure that death bad been in- 
stantaneous and painless. , 

Another strange circumstance was brough 
to light with the baringof that body. It 
concerned the official autopsy which was 
held in Sing Sing prison. The latter had 
never been completed. With a carelessness 
almost criminal, the eminent executioner 
and his colleagues had contented themselves 
with opening the abdominal cavity, removiig 
and carrying off the heart and jumbling up 
the vitalorgans. The brain was untouched. 
The calvarium, or capof the skull, had not 
even been removed in orderto give the at- 
tending physicians anexternal look at that 
most important organ. Howinthe name of 
science and in the face ofthe wide difference 
of opinion among medical men, will they be 
able to state the cause of deathasthe law 
prescribes? The results of this fuller autopsy 
show that death was, instantaneous in the 
case, at least, of Smiler. His face and legs 
were somewhat disfigured by the intense 
heat of the electrodes, but they were not 
burned. The skin was seared as if it had 
been touched bya white hot cauterizer or 
scalded by boiling water dashed on and in- 
stantly thrown Off €gain.: But the flesh was 
not burned. The eyebrows even were not 
scorched. And, though the electric current 
entered at the eyes and caused the albumin- 
ous fluid to coagulate and film each iris over, 
it had not destroyed oreven injured the deli- 
cate optic nerves. As for the brain and other 
organs, they were astonishingly normal. The 
lightning stroke of death hadcome so quick 
that the vital functions werétaken by sur- 
prise; the man was killed as a clock is 
stopped, without breaking or injuring his 
delicate machinery. 

WHAT THE DOCTORS SAY. 

Dr. Culver dictated the findings of the 
autopsy and Drs. Robenstein and Monk con- 
curred. They are given with alithe techni- 
cal terms for the benefit of the medical 
men’ ) 

Rigor mortis well marked. Body well sourished. 
At apoint ona level with the internal cathus of 
each eye there is an area of seared tissue about an 
inch wide. extending on the right sido upward about 
three inches, upon the left side about the same dis- 
tance above and below and also upon the Saenege of 
the nose. The epidermisis peel off from th 
cheeks, aslightdistance below the lower eyelids 
and that region was somewhat ecchymotic. 

Ata point directly over the thyroid cartilage and 
extending in a crescentic form about one and one- 
halfinches each way ig an area of seared tissue 
pretty sharply marked. Evidence of former post- 
mortem examination upon body. 

Leg—Electrode point of contact on right leg. On 
a level with the point of the tibia is a complete 
scorch about three fingers wide, which shows an 
area of tissue which is remarkably dry, dark reddish 
in color and where the scorched epidermis is rubbed 
off. The whole head and beard, with the exception 
of the mustache, had been lately shaved, 

Head—Calvarium removed; dura meter intact. The 
surface veséels everywhere distended with blood. 
Slight amount of adhesion between the calvarium 
andthe bone and the parietal suture. Some new 
connective tissue deposits over the retuation of the 
superior venus sinus. Upop the removal of dura 
mater the vessels upon the hemispheres of the brain 
were found to be greatly congested. The vessels 
upon the base of the brain were empty apparent- 
lyin condition, There were po punctate hemor- 
shames throughout the brain either in cerebrum or 
cerebellum. The lateral ventrices contained a nor- 
mal amount of fluid. Choroid plexus not apparently 
congested. Third and fourth ventricles also appar- 
ently normal, Meduile oblongata and ponds veroliti 
while normal and firm. Spinal cord was cut as far 
down into the vertebral canal as possible with a 
ons. thin ke removing about he a gredlh the 
spinai cord. © gTOSS a arance 0 © co was 
normal. the central cord Pring filled with finid, and 
cord in all other conditions apparently normal, All 
nerves at base of brain apparently unaffected. The 
optts chicsm, throggen which a large amount of the 
electric fluid must fave passed, was to all appear- 
ancesintact. The yesseisof the dura materin the 
anterior fossa were markeely congested in compari- 
son with the rest of the skull. 

Trunk—The lungs were intensely congested. Heart 
not found. The kidneys were apparently normal. 
Other organs not examined. 

LIKE A LIGHTNING STROKE, 

‘‘T have seen men who had been killed by 
the lightning,’’ said Dr. Culver, ‘‘and they 
could not have been killed more suddenly 
than this man was. Their bodies certainly 
looked worse,’’ 

‘*What is the cause of Geath?’’ was asked. 

‘‘T can not tell that because I have not seen 
the heart,’’ he said. 

The doctors call attention to the fact that 
the brain was soft and deficient. 

Undertaker Hurlberg, for whom Smiler 
used to work at times, said that he had 
sometimes thought him half-witted. He 
used to fall down ina fit. He acted as if he 
did not know much. When asked to do some- 
thing he would reply ‘‘Yes, boss; yes, boss,’’ 
just ikea negro. The doctors thought very 
little of the external marks, : Smiler never 
felt pain they said. That was positive. He 
was dead before sensation could reach his 
brain. They called attention to the fact that 
the eyelids were not scorched ; the ends of the 
hair were not bulbous as they would have 
been if burned. It was steam from the 
sponges which had seared the skin. 

‘*It is as if,’’ said Dr. Culver, “*you dashed 
boiling hot water there and Gashed it off 
instantly.’’ 

Dr. Robenstein compared the searing to 
that done by a peccaline cauter-a little 
white hot instrument which cauterizes the 
skin without burning the flesh. 

‘*Could there have been any smoke or smell 
of burning flesh ,’’ was asked. 

‘*Impossible.’’ 

It was too late to do anything with the 
blood, the body having been too long dead, 
so the autopsy was .

‘‘Death was undoubtedly instantaneous,’’ 
sald Dr. Robenstein, ‘‘It was undoubtedly 
caused by shock.

WHAT A ‘‘WORLD’’ REPORTER SAW. 

The EVENING WorLD had several reporters 
follow the body .of Smiler, one of the 
men electrocuted at Sing Sing on Tuesday 
last, to this city. One of the reporters 
secreted himself in the cellerof Undertaker 
Hulberg where the body of smiler 
was carried on its arrival ip this city. The 

porter says in his account this afternoon, 
that the undertaker and his men after the 
body was lowered in the cellar removed 
the upper half of the lid of the coffin, when 
one of the men uttered an ejaculation of 
horror atthe sight. ‘‘Who ever said that 
this body was not mugiiated isa lar,’’ mut- 
tered one of them. e undertaker and one 
of his assistants then put back the coveron 
the coffin and went upstairs to the store 
on the floor above. The next instant 
the reporter was beside the coffin. The sight 
was horrible. On the dead man’s forehead 
were, two red spots. They were about two 
inches and a quarterapart. They seemed to 
be sunken in and about 
they appeared as if they had 
been burned, The rest of 
the forehead was discolored, The evebrows 
were mostly burned away. ‘The ends of 
some of the hair showed the sizzled appear- 
ance produced by heat. The eyelids were 
burned and the eyelashes singed and par- 
tially destroyed, although not so much gone 
as were the eyebrows. 

But the awful disfigurement was the face. 
Across the bridge of the nose was a burn, red 
and seared. The inner rim of each nostril 
showed distinctly that it had been 
burned. On each side of the 
face the skin hung loose. It was shriveled 
up. The fiesh behind was yellow and red, It 
looked like red blood that had been placed on 
white hot fron. Both sides of the face were 
not alike. The burn on the left side 
was thelarger. It covered a space of two 
and a half inches by an inchanda half. 
The scar on the right side was a trifle 
smaller. The other parts of the face were of 
apeculiar red color. The lips were com- 
pressed and the corners showed that 
they also had been burned. The 
dead man’s beard showed a two 
days’ growth and his mustache was 
short. It had the appearance of having been 
trimmed to conceal the fact that it had been 
singed. The reporter lifted up the head 
and examined the back of the head and 
neck. The head had been shaved. The scalp 
was white and normal, Back of the neck at 
the base of the brain biood had settled in 
considerable quantities and traces of the 
peculiar redness of the face seemed to extend 
down the spinal column. 

The reporter place@the head in its original 
position and was about to remove the lid from 
the lower half of the coffin, when one 
of the undertaker’s assistants came 
down. The latter called other men to come 
down and the reporter was forcibly put out. 
The body of Smiler was laid to rest in Wood- 
lawn Cemetery this morning. Mrs. Lizzie 
Smiler, who is an inmate of the Margaret 
Strachan Home, was the only mourner. 


THE THIRD PARTY. 


New England Looks Unkindly Upon the 
Farmerin Politics. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., July 9.—An extended 
canvass by the New England Homestead shows 
that the new People’s party is not indorsed 
by the farmers of New England and New 
York. The men interviewed were all prom- 
inent farmers. While some favor more inde- 
pendent political action than heretofore, 
nearly all oppose the idea of a special 
farmers’ party. One or two go so far as 
to say that this party, if very conservative 
and the right platform is put  for- 
ward, will draw 10 per cent of the farmers’ 
votes in their sections, Maine and New York 
State, but the majority place this number far 
lower, from 1 to 2 per cent being the average. 
The Sub- Treasury bill and the loaning of new 
issues of paper by the Government on land 
values are looked upon as wild schemes, and 
the free colnage of silver has but a small 
following. The opinion in general shows the 
strength of the position long held by the 
Grange and carried out by the Farmers’ 
League, that the farmers’ movement in this 
section of the country will consist more in 
independent action through the old parties 
than in forming any new party. 


HOUCK WILL WIN. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 9.—A Knoxville 
(Tenn.) special says: The Republican Con- 
gressional Executive Committee was in ses- 
sion here to-day and decided to have a 
primary election Aug. 8 to elect a candidate 
for Congress from the four now seeking the 
nomination—Messrs. Rule, Houck, Meek and 
Woodruff. This isa victory for Houck, as 
those who oppose him are divided among the 
three others, It isnow Houck against the 
field, with chances in favor of Houck. 


FOUR MEN INJURED. 


Train Derailed and the Engine Falls Over 
an Embankment. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 9.—A, special from 
Columbus, Ind., says: A bad railroad wreck 
is reported as having occurred at8 o’clock 
this morning to the freight train from this 
city to Madison, caused by running overa 
horse in a deep long cut south of Elizabeth- 
town at Rock Creek water tank, nine 
miles south of this city. Ed Fen- 
ton, engineer, John Boaz, fireman, 
Jack Kraning, brakeman and Frank 
Stillinger were on the engine when it ran 
over the horse and jumped the track. Boag 
jumped and was badly crushed by a box car 
falling on him. He was brought to his home 
in this city, and itis thought !f not injpred 
too bad internally he may recover. Fenton, 
Kraning and Stillinger clung to the engine 
while it rolled down the embankment about 
forty feet, turning bottom upwards 
andthe tender landing on top of Kraning.

Judge Blodgett decided 
that Miss Oouzins’ position as Secretary of 
the Board of Lady Managers, from which she 
was dismissed and sought reinstatement, 
could not be regarded as a public office, but 
was merely that of a clerk or. employe, and 
the services of the Secretary could be dls. 
pensed with at the will of the board.

PROF. MOORE’S SUIT. 


He Files a Petition for Divoree From 
His Wife. 


THE CUSTODY OF THE CHILDREN LEFT 
TO THE COURT’S DISCRETION. 


Desertion the Ground Alleged in the Ap- 
plication—Tke Former Noted Trial— 
A New Trialin the Tillotson Case— 
Tried to Serve a Subpoena on the Judge 
—Court News. 


Thomas Moore, well known in West End 
musical circles, filed a suit for divorce to- 
day from his wife, Mary Josephine Moore. 
The suit is the sequel to a case which created 
quite a sensation in West End circles 
about a year and a half ago, when 
Mrs. Moore left her husband and returned to 
her father, Mr. Joseph Murphy, the well- 
known retired manufacturer and capitalist, 
and later filed a suit for divorce. 
Mrs. Moore charged her husband with in- 
temperance and indignities. This case was 
tried before Judge Fisher and occupied sev- 
eral days in hearing. Many prominent West 
End people testified as witnesses. The 
bill was dismissed, Moore making 
a very creditable showing. The 
court, in® dismissing the case, 
advised the couple to forget their differences 
and live together. Judge Fisher also ad- 
dressed some of his remarks to Mr. Murphy, 
Mrs. Moore’s father, who was in the conrt- 
room, charging him to use his paternal in- 
fluence to reconcile his daughter with her 
husband. 

TRIED TO MAKE UP. 

Moore’s attorney, Judge McKeighan, in 
open court on behalf of his cient, made 
overtures towards a reunion which, how- 
ever, were refused, and Mrs. Moore remained 
with her parents. Later, habeas corpus 
proceedings were resorted to by 
Moore to be allowed to see his 
children, he alleging that he would not be 
permitted to see them at his wife’s parents’. 
Judge Fisher made an order allowing him to 
see them periodically, as hedid not ask to 
have entire custody of them. 

Moore, inhis petition for divorce to-day 
charges his wife with desertion. 
They were married Feb, 10, 1881, and lived to- 
gether until May 4, 1889. There are five chil- 
dren, Mary Gertrude, aged 9; Mary Jose- 
phine, aged8s; Mary, 6; Mary Irene, 4, and 
Andrew Thomas, 2 years. Mr. O’Neil Ryan 
is Moore’s attorney. Inhis petition Moore 
does not ask for the custody of the children, 
but prays thatthe court ‘‘make such order 
respecting custody and careof the children 
as it may deem proper.’’ 

THE MARRIAGE. 

The marriage of the young couple was 
quite a society event on account of 
the wealth of the bride’s father, and 
was also qguite romantic, Moore, who is an 
Irishman, when he came to this country fol- 
lowed the profession of music teacher. In 
this capacity he was engaged to instruct Miss 
Lillie Murphy, as she was known in society, 
in advanced branches of music. The 
young man was very handsome 
and quite polished, and his pupil 
fellin love with him. The attachment was 
reciprocated and the marriage followed. 

For a time the young couple lived with the 

bride’s parents. The family did not appre- 
ciate the calling of their son-in-law, and 
induced him to give up music and enter the 
wagon manufactory of Mr. Murphy. This did 
not assimilate with Moore’s musical tastes 
and he gave it up and tried the grocery 
business. This did not suit either, and he 
returned to his firstlove, music. Heand his 
young wife went to housekeeping until she 
left with her children andapplied for a di- 
vorce.

DIXON AND WILLIS. 


The Coming Battle for the World’s Ban- 
tam Championship. 


WHY THE COLORED AMERICAN SHOULD | 


PROVE THE WINNER. 


Jack Boyle and Denny Lyons Were Drunk, 
But Did Not Jump Their Contracts— 
Von der Ahe’s Men Take a Game From 
the Boston Leaders—Tenny’s Defeat 
of Kingston Proves Unsatisfactory. 


The fight between George Dixon of Boston 
and Abe Willis of Australia for the 115- 
pound championship of the world takes place 
before the California Athletic Club this 
month. The colored boy has proved himself 
to be beyond question the best man in his 
class in this country and England. He 
whipped Johnny Murphy, the clever 
instructor at Harvard, with the greatest 
ease, and after first fighting adraw with 
Champion Cal. McCarthy, Dixon at their 
second meeting, proved an easy winner. 
Eugene Hornbacher was a mere punching 
bagand Nunc Wallis, the undisputed cham- 
pion of his classin England whom the Brit- 
ishers thought invincible, was done up in 
two rounds. He never had a ghost of a 
chance with the American. Willis is said to 
have won over fifty battles in Aus- 
tralia, and to be the best man 
of his weight in the Antipodes. 
This fight between the two should prove 
conslusively whichis the better man. Willis’ 
set-to with Mahoney, the Pacific Coast ban- 
tam, would indicate that he is outclassed by 
the American anditis the very general be- 
lief that Dixon will win hands down. In fact 
it is thought that Cal McCarthy, Johnny 
Murphy and other American bantams, are 
better men by far than Willis. This is what 
the New York Sun says of the fight: 

A few bets that have already been made in 
San Francisco show Dixon to be the favor- 
ite atodds of 5to4. The Californians always 
favor Australians, and they appear to have 
the usual excellent idea of the feather-weight 
from the Antipodes. The money that has 
been offered on Dixon has generally come 
from outside of ’Frisco, or at least from bet- 
tors who donot claim ’Frisco as their home, 
Willis is reported to bea full-fledg-d graduate 
of the Australian school. All the Australians 
fight in one way. They do not Gepend much 
on cleverness or that half-arm uppercut on 
the ribs at close quarters,the blow that Slavin 
used sotellingly on Kilrain. Itisa weaken- 
ing blow when well administered. Willis will 
have ‘‘an awfully fly coon,’’ as Mike Slattery 
calls Dixon, to go against when he faces the 
Boston colored lad, and Dixon may 
not allow his opponent to get in all those 
short-ordered punches. But even if he does, 
Willis has got to bea harder hitter than has 
ever been seen inthis country to rely upon 
that kind ofa whack or series of whacks to 
beat George Dixon. Why? For this reason: 

Anybody around New York who knows 
what’s what will say that Cal McCarthy, 
when he was Cal McCarthy, was the hardest- 
hitting 115-pound man who ever step- 
ped into ae ring. As an amateur, 
Cal Knocked out man after man 
with big gloves in three and four round set- 
tos. He was once known tosend a man fiy- 
ing clean over the ropes and on to the floor 
beyond the platform. As a professional, he 
never fought a long fight uptohis first bout 
with Dixon in Boston, except with Eugene 
Hornbacher. his first opponent, a man who 
had the record of fighting Jack Kenny, who 
scaled 128 pounds to Hornbacher’s 114. Cal 
and Eugene did go through a long battle of 
twenty-eight rounds, so called, but Mac had 
his man practically beaten in the ninth 
round, In McCarthy’s other fights he won by 
punching hard inthe right spot. With Georgie 
Young, whom Jack Dempsey and Jack 
McAuliffe thought so much of, Harry Walton, 
Matt McCarthy and the rest, Cal McCarthy 
always did his man quickly. Certainly, judg- 
mentin the question of where to hit was an 
important factor in the result, but that alone 
could not have gained the victories. Jake 
Kilrain hit Slavin on the jaw often enough; 
goodness knows, in the first two rounds, but 
he didn’t have the force necessary to put his 
man out ina short contest. McCarthy did. 
He wasa strong young fellow, with Know!l- 
edge of distance. In other words, he had the 
force and knew when he was near enough to 
land his blow most effectively. Very well. 
When McCarthy met Dixon in Boston, he was 
advised that the colored boy’s stomach was 
the point of vantage, ‘‘Play for that,’’ Cal 
was told. Cal did play forit. He beat Dixon 
with all his strength for twelve rounds in the 
stomach and ribs. After his right hand went 
to pieces from drubbing, in the second or 
third round, he kept up the fire with his left, 
and he had put men out with that same left 
He punished Dixon so badly on the body that 
a species of paralysis found its way down to 
the legs. Dixon said, after the fight, speak- 
ing of the condition of his legs after the ter- 
rible thumping he had received, that if he 
had ever gone down to the floor after the 
twelfth round he would never have been able 
to get up again, for his limbs would not have 
sustained the weight of his body. More than 
that, Pat Cahill, the middle-weight amateur 
champion, who did the best hecould under 
the circumstances by sparring with McCarthy 
in practice to get him into stiape to meet 
Dixon in Troy, told the Sun reporter that Cal 
could hit hard enough to knock him (Cahill) 
down. That all shows that Cal McCarthy was 
a terrible hitter. It also shows that George 
Dixon can take a lot of pounding on the 
stomach and ribs. 

Now isn’t it reasonable to think that, if 
Willis relies altogether on the Australian 
method and goesin to do his man on the 
short-arm blow at short range, he will be 
against a pretty tough lot of flesh? Then it 
must be considered that Dixon is a good deal 
ofan infighter himself. In fact, it is his best 
hold, and anybody who attempts to ‘‘mix’’ 
with him will promptly find it out.

Austin Gibbons, the Paterson pugilist, who 
recently defeated Jim Berall at the Pelican 
Club, London, arrived at New York Monday. 
The first man to shake his hand was Col. 
William E. Harding, who in honor of the oc- 
casion had bedecked himself with all his 
jewelry.

LEAGUE IN THE EAST AND WEST. 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 9.—The Sun says: 
While the American Association players are 
battling for the championship, the officers 
and managers are Jaying big plans. They 
say positively that arrangements have been 
made to place a club in Brooklyn. If any of 
the present eight cities withdraws, it is an- 
nounced that two wealthy men of Brooklyn 
have agreed to back the new project with 
$20,000 at the outset and have the promise of 
grounds much more accessible to persons 
who attend games than Eastern Park. 

Coupled with the Brooklyn move, there isa 
general acquiescence inthe design of form- 
ing separate Easternand Western Leagues. 
Itissaid Baltimore, Washington, Philadel- 
phia and Boston inthe Association and the 
Boston League Club favorthe plan. The in- 
tention of those who advocate the division is 
to work for the reorganization of the entire 
system of professional ball as soon as a com- 
promise is effected withthe League.
